Gang, 


My recently acquired Johnson 122 VFO originally had a dark maroon 
crackle finish on the cabinet, but long ago someone had lightly sprayed 
the top plate, and the cabinet sides & back, with semi-flat black. The 
bottom plate had been left the original maroon, probably because the 
owner didn't want to remove the tilt-stand & feet. 


I have a can of Johnson maroon I purchased from a BA restorer, so I 


decided to just re-spray the top plate and the cabinet to restore the 
proper color even though I suspected that it wouldn't really look like a 
"crackle" finish as the paint is regular enamel which was purchased to 
repaint my (smooth) Adventurer cabinet. 


After a thorough washing and drying I re-sprayed the aforementioned 
items, taking care to use a very light spraying technique and two 
light coats to achieve coverage. This care was repaid handsomely as the 
color was restored xwithout* "filling in" the original crackle texture. 
Except for a couple of smooth spots on one side where the original paint 
had been scraped off (which probably prompted the black overcoat) the 
cabinet looks excellent, and the top plate looks new.

I turned on my 75A4 for the first time in a couple of weeks, and while 
taking a quick listen on 15M for activity noticed that I seem to be 
getting BFO energy into the IF/AVC. Verified it occurring onall bands, 
so its an IF and not RF problem. 


I get a slight S-meter indication with the BFO set to midpoint (S1-S2), 
and the indication falls off on both the LSB/USB directions as I tune 
the passband tuning. I can null out the leakage with the notch, so it 
would seem that the path is from the BFO to a point right before or 
rigth after the filter bank. 


I don't recall seeing this in the receiver before, so I don't think its 
normal. Anybody have a clue what might have gone bump in the night 

and cause something like this? And where a good starting point to 
track it down would be?
